FIRST INHABITANTS 
OF AMERICA 

Il was traditionally believed 
lhat the first dwellers oi Aniei. 
tea cams there about I2.IT00 
years ago from Asia by cros- 
sing the Bering Strait. But a re- 
cent discovery by Professor Ma- 
rla Ueltrao from the Foiluial 
University ol Rio de Jauolro In 
Iho stale of Bahia, Ura/ll, dis- 
proves this theory. The fossili- 
zed human remains and frag- 
ments of ceramics and rock 
paintings which she found are 
at least 40,000 years old, and 
possibly even more than 100,000 
years old. Over the PbsI two 
million years. Bultiao main- 
tains, In connection with the 
climate turning colder, (ho Be- 
ring Strait repeatedly froze, 
forming an "Ice brldgo" to 
America. But attempts to find 
the most ancient dwellers oi 
Lhe region around Alaska, from 
which Ihe spreading of homo 
sapiens Turlher to the south be- 
gan, have failed They were 
destroyed by volcanic erup- 
tions. eailhquakes and. mainly, 
by the approaching glaciers. 
But the glaciers did rjol reach 
Brazil. Persistent searches by 
Beltrao succeeded at last. Now 
32 archaeologists. Including 
some from Prance and Canada, 
are working on the. excavation 
site under hei guidance.

In oddit/on Academic fan Mc/enfyev stresses that ffte 
icvel ol concentration ol gas production and frans/mr- 
tatlon is higher In the USSR than In the USA. Practl - 
colly all gas produced is dtslrtbuied via a single no- 
l kinwide system. 

The system fs a well ramUlcd circular network with 
hundreds oi compressor stations and dozens of under- 
ground storages. In 1984 alone, an additional 10.5

HOUSE 

\1klor Vasnetsov's art is steeped in Russian 
history and tho folklore of the north of Russia 
hhera he was bom. It reflects the magic fairy 
laics lo which he listened as a child Lo tha 
crackle oi Ihe splinter used as a lamp. Vasnet- 
sov war taught painting at tho St Petersburg 
Academy ot Arts, though his talent revealed 
Itself In full measure whoa he moved to Mos- 
rnw. He was an architect as well as a painter. 
Ho designed the church at Ahramlscvo and his 
ouii house in Moscow which you see In the 
photograph. "Something between a modern 
peasant hut and an ancient princely tower," 
Fvodor Chaliapin wrote. The house reflects all 
the characteristics ol Moscow architect lire of 
ihe I6ih and I7lh centuries. The carving round 
Ihe windows Is In the form of the Russian ko- 
koshnik or headdress, and there arc coloured 
glazed Hies on the roof. Vasnetsov also desig- 
ned Ihe furniture for the sitting room and din- 
ing room. It was in this house whore tho artist 
lUrd from 1804 to 1026 when ho died, that lie 
mniplolfd his tw'0 paintings "Warriors'', and 
‘Twr Ivau Vasilyevich Grozny", as well as 
ihnse based on Russian folk tales, and poi traits 
<<! hh wile, children, and closes! relatives and 
I'lrndt. Here, his friends, the painters Polenov, 
Surtkov, aud Serov, and the famous ur| patrons 
- the Tretyakov brothers, and lliu Mmuonlovs 



— would gather together. In 1948, tho centena- 
ry of the artist's birth, Vasuolsov's relatives do- 
nated the house to the slate. Today, It lies near 
one of tho busiest streets In (lie city — llio So- 
duvoye Kollso — and modern blocks of flats 
have grown up round li. Yet Vasnetsov's house 
still exudes the s.ime charm. Simple oak hen- 
rhes lino Ihe two living moms, with their car- 
ved cupboards and paraffin lamp swaying over 
Iho solid table. Music by Bach lies on llio 
plnno-stand, and many pictures by Vasnetsov 
hang on the walls. An unending stream of tour- 
ists vlsll [ho house wishing lo iinderslaiid belter 
Ihu nrt of tho pidnler who got Ids Inspiration 
front I lie Idsim y of Ancleiil Russia.
